“Let women atop wasting time at 
bridge tables and learn. how to 
cook a ‘noble dish of cabbage if 
they wish to help this country out 
of the depression.” 

With thes@ brave words, aimed 
at bridge-playing American women, 
Mr. Henry L. Mencken, editor of 
the “American Mercury,” hurried 
aboard the steamship that carried 
him from New York for a cruise 
tu the West Indies and South 
America. 

Mr. Mencken does not like 
bridge. “Bridge-playing is essen- 
tially degrading,” he thundered. 
Some people have actually got to 
the point where a skilled bridge 
player is considered more import- 
ant than Beethoven would be if he 
were in New York to-day and bring- 
ing out a new symphony. 

“It will be worth all the misery 
this country is going through if 
women can rid. themselves of the 
idea that there is something dis- 
graceful about living simply and 
quietly and well within the family 
means.”

{To the Editor of “China Mail.) : 


Sir,—I congratulate you upon your

Motor vehicles are being sold 
daily to give place to the waggon, 
and scores of stables converted 
into garages are again taking on 
their old form; there is every sign, 
in fact, that the number of horse- 
drawn drays will in a short time 
reach something [ike the figure of 
pre-motor car days.

SCIENTIST’S "S “RIDDLES”. 


“Why must we die?” “How does 
our hair turn grey?” Is telepathy 
a fact?” and “Is there cruelty in 
nature?” ‘These are among forty 


or more questions put by Sir 
Arthur Thomson, professor of na- 
tural’ history, in “Scientific Rid- 
dies," a new book (Williams and 
Norgate, 10s, 6d.). 

He also raises the question whe- 
ther human beings could live to a 
much greater age than at present. 

The chief reason why we die, 
apart from disease and accident, 
appears to be that we wear out. 


Man,. domesticated animals, and 
cultivated plants are often killed 
by invading microbes and para- 
sites, “whereas,” says Sir Arthur, 
“this is rare in natural conditions.” 
Animals and plants in ‘a natural 
condition come to terms with para- 
sites that invade the body. 

“Natural” death*is due to “the 
slow mounting up of unrecuperated 
arrears of wear ‘and tear in essen- 
tial organs.” 

Wear and tear are to some ex- 
tent counteracted by rest, sleep, 
food, and change but Sir Arthur 
says that “the active organism has 
a tendency to go into debt to itself. 
Unrecuperated + arrears mount up, 
and when they exceed a certain 
(very variable) 7mount, natural 
death is inevitable.” 

There are, says Sir Arthur, vari- 
ous animal types, such as many 
fishes and reptiles, which show no 
signs of old age. 

“In man’s case,” Sir Arthur Bays, 
“it Is conceivable that the accumu- 
lation of lethal fatigue effects 
might be evaded for greatly pro- 
longed. peribds. Rejuvenescence 
might be more perfect.” 

Would it be worth while, so far 
as the interests of the human race 
generally are concerned? Sir Ar 
thur seems to think not, and 
that it is more advantageous for 
the race that parents should be re- 
latively young.
